We  expect  our  teams  to  give  the 
district  club  championship  a  good 
shake  this  season.  The  18  teams 
fielded  this  year,  from  7  to  All  Age, 
have  been  turning  in  some  good 
results  in  the  trial  matches  against 
clubs  outside  our  Association.  Our 
three  Junior  Federation  teams,  which 
play  in  a  different  competition  are 
also  expecting  to  do  well  and  they 
bring  our  total  to  21  teams. 

Last  season  we  finished  10th  and 
the  season  before  8th,  mainly 
because  we  have  been  competing 
against  clubs  with  more  teams  than 
ourselves. 

At  the  beginning  of  last  season  we 
embarked  on  a  three-year 
programme  to  build  up  the  number 
and  quality  of  our  teams.  The  build-up 
of  teams  has  been  completed  ahead 
of  schedule  and  the  quality  of  play  is 
improving  to  provide  talent  for  the 
Federation  and  Grade  teams  of  the 
future. 

The  Canterbury  Soccer  Association 
is  spending  many  thousands  of 
dollars  this  year  to  improve  the 
standard  of  play  within  the  district 
and  has  engaged  a  district  coach, 
Paul  Ankudinoff,  to  co-ordinate  and 
develop  coaching  techniques 
concentrating  on  skills  rather  than 
physical  strength. 

In  addition  to  courses  and  clinics 
conducted  at  Edwards  Park,  Concord, 
the  district  coach  and  his 
experienced  assistants  will  be 
available  to  help  individual  coaches 
and  teams  with  their  coaching  and 
training  sessions  at  the  team’s  own 
ground. 

It  is  afso  proposed  to  select  boys 
and  team  coaches  who  are  showing 
promise  during  the  year  and  put  them 
through  advanced  coaching  clinics 
and  courses  with  the  Association 
paying  for  the  expenses. 

The  assistance  and  knowledge  to 
be  gained  by  our  players  and  coaches 
through  this  undertaking  by  the 
Canterbury  Association  will  be  of 
significant  benefit  to  our  Club’s 
competitiveness. 

A  project  such  as  has  been  planned 
would  be  beyond  the  financial 
resources  of  individual  junior  clubs  to 
undertake  and  the  Canterbury  District 
Soccer  Association  is  to  be 
congratulated.
